_ Daring the months of December and 
J annary last we visited some /forty- 
five. congregations in north-eastern 
Ohio—most of them in what is known 
as the “ Western Reserve;” and al- 
thongh we do not, intend to givea 
history of our sixty-days-tour, there 
are some things connected therewith 
which we wish to record for the bene- 
fit of our readers. i 
One thing that arrested our atten- 

tion very forcibly was, the greater 
prevalence of Family Worship, than 
among the Disciples in any other sec- 
tions of country in which we have 
traveled. As far as we could ascer- 
tain most of the brethren attend to 
religious exercises, such as reading the 
scriptures and prayer, at least once ev- 
ery day, and in some instances a reg- 
ular course of scriptural study, by all 
the members of the family who are old 
enough to read, obtains. The conse- 
quence is, they have more order ‘in 
their familiesgmore piety in their con- 
gregations, and miore scriptural intelli- 
gence than those communities which 
manifest such a fearful neglect of 
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this —— christian duty. Etern-

ment policy. Saul did not national- 
ize it.

It was not till Jeroboam’s day, that 
the national policy was reversed.— 
When Israel was separated from Ju- 
dah, idolatry was adopted as the pol- 
icy of the government. Yet, even 
then, it did not become a rsecuting 
system. It was not till the reign of 
Ahab, (parallel to that of Thien hat) 
that completed the revolution.
